"STOP PLAYING 
INTO HITLER'S 
HANDS" - FDR; 
"REVISE ACT" 


Washington, Oct. 9 
(AP)— 


President Roosevelt, asserting: it 
was time for the United States 
to "stop playing into Hitler's 
hands, and to unshackle our 
own," urged Congress today to 
revise the neutrality act speedi- 
ly to permit the arming of 
American merchant vessels. 


In a special message he also 


left the door open for further 
revision later to wipe out an- 
other major prohibition, that 
preventing American cargo ships 
to travel to belligerent ports. 


Saying that Adolf Hitler "has 


offered a challenge which we as 
Americans can not and will not 
tolerate," the President said: 


"We will not let Hitler pre- 


scribe the waters of the world on 
which our ships may travel. The 
American flag is not going to be 
driven from the seas either by 
his submarines, his airplanes, or 
his threats. 


To Maintain Honor 


''We can not permit the affirma- 


tive defense of our rights to be an- 
nulled and diluted by sections of the 
neutrality act which have no realism 
in the light of unscrupulous ambi- 
tion of madmen. 


"We Americans have determined 


our course. 


"We intend to maintain the se- 


curity and the integrity and the 
honor of our country. 


"We intend to maintain the policy 


of protecting the freedom of the 
seas against domination by any for- 
eign power which has become crazed 
with a desire to control the world. 
We shall do so with all our strength 
and all our heart and all our mind."

It will hit this enemy destruc- 
tively and with it the instigator of 
the entire war, England herself. 


"For if we crush this opponent we 


also remove the last English ally on 
the continent. 


"Thus we will free the German 


reich and entire Europe from a men- 
ace greater than any since the tune 
of the Huns and later of the Mongol 
tribes." 


Dr. Otto Dietrich, Adolf Hitler's 


personal press chief, arriving direct 
from the fuehrer's headquarters, de- 
clared the issue on the eastern front 
was at the point of decision. 


"The Soviet Union is militarily 


finished," he asserted. "In the east, 
the campaign will be developed when 
and how we wish. 


"From the springs of the Volga to 


the Sea of Azov, remnants of armies 
everywhere are in retreat."

NEW TORPEDO 


Washington, Oct. 9 (AP)—Great 


Britain has developed a highly sec- 
ret, new type torpedo which will be 
manufactured in the United States 
with money from the second lease- 
lend fund. 


All details about the new under- 


water projectile are carefully guard- 
ed, but its manufacture will require 
special productive facilities. 


Rear Admiral W. H. P. Blandy. 


chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
gave u House appropriations sub- 
committee some Information about 
the new torpedo, but indicated that 
production could not be started for 
almost a year. 


Although there has been no hint 


as to how the secret new torpedo 
would differ from those already in 
use, naval officials long have talked 
of the need for torpedoes which 
would be invisible when fired—that 
is. which would not leave the wake 
of telltale air bubbles which some- 
times give surface ships enough 
warning to enable them to maneuver 
out of the way.

CHANGE PLANS 
BRING DEADLOCK 


Harrisburg, Oct. 9 (AP)—Seven 


plans for re-shuffling the state's 
congressional districts to cut the 
number from 34 to 33 were studied 
by a special legislative committee 
today, but most of the ideas had 
been considered by the Assembly 
before it deadlocked on the question. 


One new proposal was offered by 


Federal Judge Albert B. Mai-is of 
the Third "Circuit Court of Appeals 
who explained in a letter that the 
subject is a "hobby of mine." 


Judge Marls' proposal would re- 


vamp virtually every district on a 
purely population basis. 


The reduction is necessitated by 


Pennsylvania's relative position after 
the 1940 census. If no solution is 
reached before next year's elections, 
the 33 Pennsylvania congressmen 
will be elected at large, instead of by 
districts. 


The Legislature'left the task to 


a ten-man committee of senators 
and representatives, equally divided 
politically. 


Chairman Leo A. Achterman of 


the House group said other sugges- 
tions would: 


Combine Berks with Lehigh, and 


Bucks with Montgomery—the origi- 
nal Democratic plan during the ses- 
sion. 


Use this setup and eliminate one 


district in Philadelphia and elect 
one member at large. 


Be-shuffle Philadelphia's district 


to eliminate one from there. 


Remove one from Philadelphia 


and one from Allegheny, and add 
one to Luzerne—the original Re- 
publican party proposal. 


Revise the 15th, 16th,. 20th and 


18th districts in such a way as to 
eliminate the 23rd. Blair county 
would be moved to the 18th, Lycom- 
ing from the 16th to loth, Clear- 
field and Centre to the 16th, Mc- 
Kean from the 16th to the 20th.

Tokyo. Oct. 9 CAP)— Domel, in a 


news article, Wednesday urged Axis

,• resources in manpower and equip- 
ment for an all-out assault on Great 
Britain.

Evening's Fun 


Try a competition some evening, 


supplying members of the family or 
party guests with the necessary— 
and 
amazingly inexpensive ma- 


terials, and let them make door- 
stops for their rooms. 
They are 


sure to have fun—and probably will 
turn out some hilarious caricatures. 


I admit it is easier to create after 


seeing one of these Bottle Doll door- 
stops, but I am giving you general 
details for making the body, which 
then may be varied in color, dress 
and type. Most stores stocking crepe 
papers will have pictures of different 
doorstop dolls or complete instruc- 
tion sheets. 


Body: Use a soda or pop bottle 


about 8 inches tall. Fill with sand 
and put in a tight cork stopper. 


Head: Make a tube 6 inches deep 


and 5 inches in circumference out 
of colored crepe paper. Stuff the 
tube with tissue and tie with spool 
wire 1 inch from the top and 
inches from the bottom. Cut off the 
surplus crepe at the top. Slip the 
paper below the doll's head over the 
neck of the bottle and wrap in place 
with spool wire. Features may be 
cut from red, blue or black gummed 
dots, or may be painted on with 
crayon or water color paints. Tint 
cheeks with rouge. 


Hair: Cut a strip of crepe paper 


2 inches wide across the grain. 
Slash one long edge into a fine 
fringe 1 inch deep. Curl the fringed 
edge over the scissors. Paste hair 
in rows around doll's head. 


Making the Arms 


Arms: Cut a piece of heavy wire 


14 inches long- Bend back Vi inch 
at each end for hands. Then wrap 
the wire several times with a nar- 


crepe paper cut 


Place the arm 


white 
gummed 
dots 
and

around doll's head, twistinu ends 
of triangle in front.
